On receipt of the 
information, Shri Maxwell Pereira Kamath, Superintendent 
of Police, Gangtok rushed to the scene with all the available 
staff. Before the arrival of the Police, the inmates of the 
Jail had overpowered and driven out all the jail warders 
and other staff and had taken over the jail. The riot broke 
out because one of tho prisoner, an accused undergoing 
sentence in the jail had asked for supply of liquor, which 
could not be accepted by tho jail staff. Being enraged, the 
prisoner organised a revolt and attacked the jail warders.

However, in dis- 
reran! to his injuries and the obstructions created by the 
jail inmates at the entrance.

Subject : Population Education Programme (Formal 
Education System) 

No, F.12-14/80-Schools-4.—The importance of controlling 
the growth rate of population was realised soon after in¬ 
dependence when India launched the Five Year Plans. This 
led the Government of India to launch a massive family 
plan nin g programme. Every five year plan emphasised the 
need for tackling this problem with greater vigour and con¬ 
viction. 

2. Realising the potential of education in tackling the 
problem of the growing rate of population, the Government 
of India has approved a Population Education Programme 
which Is designed to introduce Population Education in the 
formal education system. The underlying object of the pro¬ 
gramme is to create in the younger generation an adequate 
awareness of the population problem and realization in this 
regard of its responsibility towards the nation. 

3. It has been decided to set up a National Steering Com¬ 
mittee with overall authority for coordination as well as 
implementation of the Population Education Programme 
(formal education system) at the National and State levels. 
Its functions shall be as follows : 

(il To advise the Government of Tndia on all matters 
relating to the population education programme. 

(ii) To ensure implementation of the programme at 
the National and State levels, 

(iii) To coordinate between Central and State Govern¬ 
ments and among governmental, non-govemmentaJ 
and other implementing agencies. 

(iv) To review and evaluate from time to time the 
progress of implementation of the programme.
